The ambulances were given by indi- 
viduals, business firms, service clubs 
and other organizations from one end 
of Canada to the other, in response to 
an appeal from England, To date more 
than 175 have been contributed at a 
cost of $1,750 each, 

Dr. Routley also reported that, in 
response to an urgent cable from Lon- 
don, twenty thousand blankets have 
been shipped to England recently, In 
all, he said, forty-five thousand blank- 
ets have been sent, Well over eighty 
thousand blankets were contributed to 
the Canadian Red Cross in response to 
a nation-wide appeal some weeks ago.

Last year large quantities of good 
seed were distributed from farmers 
who had “A” stocks to those whose 
crops were classified by the- “Crop 
Testing Plan as “C” or “Mixtures” and 
during the past ten years approximate. 
ly four million bushels of this good 
“A” material have been purchased and 
sown by farmers; all of which un- 
doubtedly has helped to improve the 
quality of the wheat grown on our 
prairies,

WHEAT” 
DISCUSSED BY ONE OF OUR 
LOCAL STORE KEEPERS 


C. H. Nash Believes 
Wheat Crop Can Be Sold 


This is the first year of the 42 years 
which I have lived in Canada that there 
might be some doubt as to the value 
of that expression, “as good as the 
wheat,” and I for one feel sure its still 
good, The Dominion Government has 
definitely contracted to accept delivery 
of every bushel of wheat grown in 1940 
at the minimum price of 70 cents per 
bushel in store Fort William or Van- 
couver—well that’s not bad. That they 
will live up to the agreement is 99 and 
99-100% sure, and that’s good enough, 
We are going to sell at once 5 bushels 
per acre, an average of 4 of the aver- 
age crop, leaving out that which will 
be kept back for seed and domestic 
consumption—well that’s not bad. 

Why all the fuss and noise about 
mortgaging the balance, and _ that’s 
what it means, getting advances from 
any source is mortgaging it. Whoever 
advances that money will want secur- 
ity and interest, and that means costs. 
Yes, even our Provincial Government 
would charge us that, or would they 
do it interest free? Anyway, why 
mortgage your wheat? There is hardly 
a resident of Alberta who has not had 
mortgage experience. It’s an expen- 
sive luxury and reacts violently and 
disagreeably, Surely several thousand 
bushels of good wheat securely locked 
up in granaries, not mortgaged, is nice 
property to have. Why if it was an 
urgent case of sickness, death, mar- 
riage (or Nash’s store bill to pay) 
even the local banks might advance a 
cent or two a bushel, providing the 
granary was guarded and _ fortified 
strongly enough and you reported 
twice a week that the grain was still 
there. Further, anyone with some 
thousands of bushels of good wheat 
(again I say not mortgaged) can carry 
on, that is if they have been anyway 
near square shooters in the past, Of 
course the real dead beats couldn't, 
not if they had a million bushels, No 
one wants to transact business of any 
kind with them, anyway. They’re out, 
finished; never have and never will get 
on in the world, But the others, the 
big majority will carry along nicely. 
Every business concern and every 
neighbour will do business with them, 
ready cash or no, 

The whole thing of all the excite- 
ment about having to get Government 
help to carry on seems to be much ado 
about nothing, and as I say costs a lot 
extra in the end, and the dead beats 
couldn’t get it anyway, even the Gov- 
ernment has their number, 

I'll venture to predict that in two or 
three months we will be able to sell 
another batch of grain and that will 
come in fairly handy, and so on over 
the 12 months, What more do you 
want? 

The years we threshed only 8 and 9 
bushels to the acre, we only had 5 
bushels for sale, and got by OK. Even 
bought new cars on it. We've all kicked 
in the past, too wet, swamping, every- 
thing out, too dry, drying everything 
up, too much wind, blown everything 
out of the country! Now it’s too much 
wheat and no place to put it. 

We'll all get by, but those who don’t 
borrow on their wheat will get by the 
best,

Cracked Wheat Will 
Cause Loss in Grade 


Farmers and grain company agents 
are becoming more entangled is regu- 
lations regarding disposal of the 1940 
wheat crop, The quota system of de- 
liveries, payment of accounts by sign- 
ing over wheat, grading regulations 
and scores of others are causing no 
little amount of confusion, 

In the first place each farmer must 
apply for a permit to deliver his 
wheat, These are obtainable from ele- 
vator agent but it does not necessar- 
ily follow that he must deliver the 
grain to the agent from whom a far- 
mer obtains the permit. He must, how- 
ever, deliver the wheat to the station 
signified on the permit, 

In connection with the settlement of 
debts to merchants and other crediters 
by signing over wheat, the Canadian 
Wheat Board has issued the following 
statement: 


“Many inquiries have reached the 
Board with regard to merchants, 
tradesmen, municipalities and other 


general creditors, who wish to accept 
wheat from producers in payment of 
debts, The reply of the Board has been 
such that bodies and persons do not 
qualify as producers under the Act 
because they are general creditors ra- 
ther than legally “entitled”, whether as 
landlord, vendor, mortgagee or other- 
wise, by contract or operation of law 
to the wheat grown by a producer or 
to any share therein. 
“The proposal of these merchants, 
etc., has been that they would take the 
wheat from the producer as payment 
on the debt, The Board cannot, then 
buy the wheat from the merchant be- 
cause the act provides “that no wheat 
shall be purchased by the Board ex- 
cept from the producers thereof.” 
The statement further suggests that 
merchants should store the wheat of- 
fered in payment in the name of the 
producer, so that when quota regula- 
tions are lifted the wheat may be sold 
to Board by the farmer and the ac- 
count settled. “Care must be taken 
that the title docs not pass from the 
producer to the merchant,’ the notice 
concludes, 
CRACKED WHEAT 


A recent regulation warns farmers 
that cracked kernels in delivered wheat 
will have an effect on grades, No. 1 
wheat must not contain over three per 
cent of cracked grain; No. 2 not more 
than 5 per cent; No, 3 wheat not more 
than 8 per cent and No, 4 not more 
than 10 per cent,

Do not neglect to register rifles, 
shotguns, and all firearms before Sept- 
ember 15. This applies to all citizens 
in the Dominion, the registration is 
made with the local R.C.M.P. or your 
municipal secretary. 

A federal order-in-council imposes a 
penalty of a $500 fine or two years 
imprisonment for cases of non-regis- 
tration of shotgun or rifle. 

All aliens must surrender firearms, 
ammunition or explosives for the dura- 
tion of the war. This applies to Ameri- 
can subjects either residing perman- 


;ently in Canada or visiting in this 


country, After these firearms have 


| been surrendered it is possible to make 


application to the Commissioner of the 


| R.C.M.P. for exemption, This exempt- 


ion may be granted if accompanied by 
reference in respect to character.
